Rapids 
Scout Trip 
Down 
Ends In Death 


PRICK, Utah (AP) — For 
more than four months, Coy 
Scout troop 442 of Albuquerque, 
N.M., prepared for a rapids- 
shooting expedition down the 
turbulent Green River in south­ 
ern Utah. 
The 
long-awaited 
excursion 
ended Sunday, with one Scout 
drowned and 25 others rescued 
after being stranded for three 
days. 
The youths and three adult 
leaders were floating down the 
river Thursday, two days after 
they .started their trip, when 
their IU red rubber rafts collid­ 
ed with floating logs and cap­ 
sized. 
All 28 were dumped into the 
rapids. 
Jim Cernardom, ll, lost his 
life preserver and clung to that 
of Edwin McCarthy, 13, as the 
two were swept down the rap­ 
ids. 
Bernardoni made it to shore 
but 
McCarthy 
did 
not. 
Mc­ 
Carthy’s body was discovered in 
the river bv a canoe expedition 
Saturday night. Authorities said 
he apparently had been dead 
only hours when found. 
Twenty-two of the Scouts and 
the leaders made it to shore at 
Rock Creek, a clearing nestled 
among the slicer cliffs that tow­ 
er 
over 
the 
river—about 
21 
miles east of Price, Utah. 
They were rescued Sunday 
afternoon 
by helicopter from 
Hill Air Force Base near Ogden, 
Utah. 
“ We lost most of our food and

said Sunday. “ At the end, two 
cans of Spam provided the meal 
for all of us.

Worth Eyed 


By Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Wad­ 
ing into a new battle over na­ 
tional priorities. Congress must 
decide

“ The space shuttle will allow] 
for continual launch, recovery 
and maintenance of a satellite ; 
system which will act like a 
stethoscope to the earth—listen­ 
ing, recording and analyzing its 
ills 
and 
helping 
us 
forecast 
what 
remedies 
man

make,” Gurney said. 
“ As I see it, everything from 
recognition of corn blight in our 
farm belt to predicting a hurri­ 
cane in the Caribbean will be 
accomplished 
from 
the satel­ 
lites manned by the shuttle sys­ 
tem,” Gurney said.
